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Let's Not Abandon 
Police Dept. Probe 


While the scheduled public hearing on 
criticisms of the Atlanta Police Dept. 
was called off at the last minute yester- 
day, it is reassuring that the Aldermanic 
Committee set up for that purpose will 
continue its investigations. 

Only the public hearings have been 
cancelled as a result of Judge Pharr’s rul- 
ing restraining the committee from ques- 
tioning a police lieutenant now under in- 
dictment. Under such circumstances pub- 
lic hearings well might have to await dis- 
position of all the cases now pending in 
federal court and in Fulton Superior 
Court. 


The probe into grand jury and other 
criticism of the police department still 
is a matter about which the Board of 
Aldermen must concern itself. The nu- 
merous indictments, the strong present- 
ments by two grand juries demanding 
positive action call for a continuing and 
thorough investigation. 

If the board had not delayed so long 
before setting up an investigative com- 
mittee, the present legal stumbling block 
would probably never have been encoun- 
tered, but it procrastinated for weeks, ap- 
parently thinking the whole sorry mess 
was of political origin and hoping that if 
it were ignored it somehow would go 
away. But that is no reason for excuse to 
discontinue the work of the Farris com- 
mittee altogether. Rather it should go 
ahead with developing all the information 
possible with a view to holding public 
hearings at such time as they may be pro- 
ductive of results. 


The committee has run into many 
roadblocks in its work thus far. Witnesses 
have been reluctant to appear and some 
have refused to appear. The committee’s 
subpoena powers have been questioned 
and other efforts made to hamper or stop 
its work. 

The committee, the present and fu- 
ture grand juries, federal officials and 
all others concerned with law and order 
in this community should continue to 
work to the end that such conditions as 
have existed will be fully exposed and 
corrected. What has been revealed to date 
is ample reason not only to continue the 
probes but to intensify them. 

Public confidence in law enforcement 
in Atlanta is the first consideration. The 
Board of Aldermen cannot evade or escape 
its responsibility for establishment of the 
facts and for taking whatever steps neces- 
sary to give the community the kind of 
police department that a growing city 
needs.

Recent surveys by the U.S. Department 
of Commerce show the terrific rate at 
which this section of the country is step- 
ping up its economic tempo. 

The South’s 6.6 per cent gain in re- 
tail sales during the first half of 1957. 
compared to a similar period last year, led 
the nation. Sales for the six-state area ex- 
ceeded 20 billion dollars. 

Another survey disclosed that per capi- 
ta income in Georgia last year reached a 
new high of $1,400 which is 4.6 per cent 
up over 1955. Personal income of Georgians 
topped five billion dollars and was 20th 
highest in the nation.

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Gas Rate Hike Offers 
More Fuel to Inflation 


At a time when costs of living have 
become the major domestic problem in the 
nation, the importance of holding the line 
wherever possible cannot be overempha- 
sized. Especially is this true in industries 
which affect the entire economy through 
everybody's pocketbook. 

That is why the request for a new rate 
schedule filed with the Federal Power 
Commission by the Southern Natural Gas 
Company should be disapproved. It is 
principal supplier of natural gas to the 
Atlanta Gas Light Co. and many other 
wholesale customers, The rate increase 
would accelerate the inflation pressure for 
millions. 

In addition to meaning higher gas bills 
for all users, it will increase the electric 
bill as well. Georgia Power Co., for in- 
stance, would have to ask for higher rates 
to offset increased costs of operating its 
steam plants. Electric and gas users thus 
would get hit both ways. 

The Atlanta Gas Light Co. strongly is 
opposing the rate increase, saying it will 
have to be passed on to its customers. The 
Georgia Public Service Commission also 
is fighting the hike. It involves a total of 
$18,175,000 in increased annual income 
for Southern. That’s a whopping sum 
which surely is not justified. 

Natural gas is a utility which has be- 
come indispensable in millions of homes. 
That is all the more reason unreasonable 
gouging of customers should not be per- 
mitted. The Federal Power Commission, 
if it is concerned with inflation, should 
hold the line.

Diesel Made 
Engine Cough 


Aug. 27, 1892, an engineer born 
in Paris of German parents pat- 
ented an internal combustion en- 
gine that even- 
tually was to rev- 
olutionize rail @ 
locomotion. His @ 
name was Ru- 
dolph Diesel. Six- § °°" 
ty-five years aft-§ 
er, diesel is a #a# 
household word, a. 
spelled properly 
with a ‘“‘d,” in 
households con- 
versant with 
power plants. 

Rudolf Diesel earned other dis- 
tinctions. At 21 he graduated 
from Polytechnic University in 
Munich, with the highest grades 
in the history of that school. His 
first patent was on an improve- 


ment for making ice clear as 
crystal. 
When he advanced the idea for 


combustion from the heat of 
compression, contemporaries 
laughed at him. They quit laugh- 
ing when his engine began to 
cough. 

Ile kept right on with the ex- 
periments. An early model diesel 
engine exploded and almost killed 
the inventor. If it had, the chances 
are tests with the Diesel theory 
of internal combustion would have 
died, too. 

The first diesel engine that 
really worked was cranked off 
five years after the patent. 

Rudolf Diesel foresaw the use 
of the engine in locomotives, sub- 
marines, etc. He didn’t live to 
see that happen. In 1913 he dis- 
appeared one night from the deck 
of a channel steamer. No one 
knows if he fell, was pushed or 
jumped. 

Prof. R. S. Howell at Georgia 
Tech tells me that it was ‘‘Boss”’ 
Kettering, a genius of our time, 
who hitched the diesel to electric 
generators and made feasible the 
diesel-electric locomotive. 

The most powerful diesel to be 
built so far—at least with the 
biggest power pack per cylinder— 
is a 6-cyl. power plant going into 
the hull of a new Danish tanker. 
Fach cylinder will develop 1,700 
horsepower. 

Something I didn’t know about 
diesel engines is that it’s 
cheaper to keep them running 
than it is to turn them off. When 
the engine is shut down, es- 
pecially in cold weather, the cyl- 
inder liners corrode, the gaskets 
deteriorate and there’s wear and 
tear in starting a cold one.

But the confusion comes » because 
we try to see the entire journey of life at once. We forget that life 
is made up of a series of steps which must be taken one at a time. 


Isaiah said, ‘‘Walk.”” There is a 
story of a young bear cub which 
was puzzled about how to walk. 
The little bear asked the mother 
bear, “Shall I move my right 
foot first or my left, or the two 
front feet together and then my 
back feet, or my feet on one side 
together and then the ones on the 
other side?” The mother bear 
said, ‘‘Leave off thinking and just 
walk.”’ 

We concentrate on this problem 
and that one and eventually we do 
get confused. The thing to do is 
make up your mind you are going 
to walk God’s way, no matter 
what happens. Then you will know 
the next step to take. Do the thing 
you know you should do and then 
the next step will be revealed. 
Soon you will be walking instead 
of worrying. 

The consciousness that you are 
walking in God’s way, which is 
the right way, enables you to face 
the future with anticipation in- 
stead of apprehension.

Some time ago a physician made 
a study of the things his patients 
were afraid of.

And the only 
more powerful thought than fear 
is faith. Faith and fear just can- 
not live in the same house.

Moscow Expands 
Its Twilight War 


WASHINGTON—Two events this past week 
sharpen the dilemma the United States faces 
in the London disarmament talks. 


First, we are

accept a tirst-step agreement on 

Simultaneously with these ne- 
gotiations, the Soviet Union is 
acting to increase the tensions of 
the cold war by trying to gain 
control of strategic Syria in the 
Middle East—buying it with ar- 
maments and subverting its mili- 
tary leaders. 


The dilemma is this: Is a dis- 
armament agreement, if it can be 
reached, a safe means of at- 
tempting to reduce the tensions 
of the cold war? Or will any dis- 
armament at this stage simply 
make it easier for the Kremlin 
to enlarge the tensions of the cold 
war to the mounting disadvantage 
of the West? 


The new Allied disarmament 
proposal makes sense in itself. 
We are saying that if the Soviets 
will accept some valid degree of 
open skies - ground inspection, 
agree to some cuts in conven- 
tional arms and work out during 
the next year nuclear inspection 
which would permit a ban on the 
production of nuclear weapons, 
we would be prepared to accept 
now a two-year halt in testing. 

We need to bear in mind that 
suspending nuclear tests has lit- 
tle or nothing to do with bring- 
ing about disarmament. Only an 
end to the production of nuclear 
weapons, not an end to testing

The latest Allied proposal in 
London—to accept a two-year ban 
on testing which will last longer 
only if Moscow is willing to agree 
within a year to an inspectable 
ban on the production of nuclear 
weapons—will almost certainly 
be the deciding test whether the 
disarmament talks break down 
soon or go on to something pro- 
ductive. 


It seems clear by now that Mos- 
cow has no desire to reduce the 
tensions of the co]d war through 
disarmament. It may want a lit- 
tle disarmament in order to re- 
duce the cost of carrying on its 
aggressive foreign policy. As il- 
lustrated by the developing pro- 
Soviet coup in Syria, it is show- 
ing every determination to deep- 
en and extend the area of the 
cold war. 

Svria’s acceptance of the Krem- 
lin’s blandishments—the preface 
to Kremlin domination—is a ma- 
jor Soviet gain. 

At the moment the situation is 
getting worse. Moscow has an 
armlock on Egypt. It nearly suc- 
ceeded in getting a hold on Jor- 
dan. For the present it has a 
pliant Syria in its reach.

1-2 POUNDS WEEKLY 


With calories cut a third un- 
der normal requirements, you 
will lose excess fat at the mod- 
erate rate of one to two pounds 
a week. You may lose faster at 
the start due to water losses. 
Reducing calories for women 
range from 900 to 1,200 daily, 
and for men from 1,200 to 1,500 
calories daily. 

Overweights, why not do an 
about face on this dieting busi- 
ness? Every year the pounds 
get harder to take off. This is 
true for the reason that nature 
runs our body machinery on 
less fuel as time goes by. With 
each passing decade we burn 
about 5 per cent fewer cal- 
ories. 

Furthermore, at the finish of 
a quickie diet, when the meta- 
bolic rate is in low gear the 
system is vulnerable for re- 
gaining. If you have done noth- 
ing to change food habits, you 
naturally slip back into former 
fattening ways. of eating. 

Food tastes are not unalter- 
able. The best way to change 
any habit is to put something 
else in its place, so change to 
protective food habits. Eat 
three moderate meals a day and 
include a protein food at each 
meal. Have an egg at break- 
fast, plus a thin slice of toast, 
lightly buttered, citrus juice 
and coffee. 


LUNCHEON MENU 


At lunch, have a half cup of 
cottage cheese, or an open-face 


lean meat sandwich plus skim | 


milk in soup or as ‘a beverage, 
and fruit for dessert. At 4 p.m. 
a protein pickup will prevent 
that all-gone feeling—a glass of 
buttermilk skim milk or hot 
tea with sugar, and a thin slice 
of bread, lightly buttered. 


At dinner include a quarter | 


of a pound of lean meat, fish 
or chicken, not fried; two veg- 
etables, a leafy green salad and 
100 calories only for dessert. 
Limit starch to two to three 
thin slices of bread a day, or 
two slices and a small potato. 
Restrict butter or margarine to 
two level teaspoons, including 
that used in cooking, plus a 
scant tablespoon of French 
dressing for salad. Total calo- 
ries: approximately 1,000. 

For the first week you'll feel 
a bit hungry when you get up 
from the table, but be assured 
that 30 minutes later you will 
feel content. You will lose one 
to two pounds a week. After
